wife of Gen. Granger, who made a 


brilliant record during

A t the outbreak of the 
re­ 


bellion he enlisted and went to the 


front, leaving behind his wife and 


child. 


Soon after the boy died and was 


buried in the lot at the residence. 


T w o years later the remains were 


disinterred 
and 
were 
buried 
in 
Oakland 
cemeterv. 
W hen 
the 
«/ 
casket was removed from the grave 
it 
was 
found 
to 
be as heavy as 
stone. 
T h e lid was lifted and the re­ 
mains were found to be in a per­ 
fect 
state 
of 
preservation, 
and 
looked as natural us when life took 
its flight. 
Th e body was so heavy 
that those who saw and handled it 
said it was turning to stone. 
It 
was 
a dark and bloody time 
when this 
little 
occurrence 
took 
place, and the father of the child 
was amid dangers in the south and 
the mother did not care to have a 
further examination made. 
Shortly after the body was ex­ 
humed 
Mrs. 
E w in g , 
then 
Mrs. 
Granger, left the city. 
The gen­ 
eral died and she married again, 
and is now a resident of Salt Lake 
C ity . 
Ever since the body was ex­ 
humed, forty years ago, it has been 
a constant desire on the part of 
Mrs. E w in g to know whether or 
not the body of her boy was petri­ 
fied, and for that purpose she visit­ 
ed Clinton, and, with a few old 
friends,

where the sexton carefully removed 
the earth and brought to light the 
casket, which

APPEAL TO M’KINLEY. 


Chinese Emper or Asks the United 
htates to Atediate. 


K w a n g Su, the young emper or 
of China, has appealed to Pr esi­ 
dent M cKinley 
to mediate with 
the 
power s 
to 
br ing 
about 
a 
r estor ation of peace in China and 
a r enewal 
of r egular diplomatic 
inter cour se. 
The r equest is similar 
to that sent to the Fr ench gover n­ 
ment, but the emper or does not 
suggest joint action. 
No r eply has yet been made to 
K w an g S u ’s r equest, but it can be 
said that the administr ation stands 
r eady to use its good offices to 
br ing about a speedy settlement of 
the tr ouble in China. 
. 
Meanwhile the pr esident has de­ 
cided that ther e shall be no cessa­ 
tion of the effor ts of the gover n­ 
ment to pr otect Amer icans in the 
Chinese empir e, and tr oops will be 
sent to the distur bed distr ict as r ap­ 
idly as possible. 
Technically, it is the policy of 
the United States to act independ­ 
ently of the other power s in the 
oper ations in China, but actually 
the Amer ican for ces ar e co oper at­ 
ing, by dir ect 
instr uctions fr om 
Washington, 
with 
the 
allied 
for ces. 
The pol'cy of the United States 
in r espect to the pr eser vation of 
the Chinese empir e is identical 


with 
that of 
Gr eat Br itain and 
Japan, 
but 
the 
administr ation 
would pr efer not to have this fact 
emphasized for r easons of domestic 
politics, hence the expedient of a 
policy of technical independence 
of action in China. 
A n inter esting side light on the 
lar ger phase of the Chinese ques­ 
tion may be affor ded in the next 
few days by the visit of Ambassa­ 
dor Tower , who comes fr om St. 
Peter sbur g with valuable infor ma­ 
tion as to the czar ’s attitude. 
It 
is under stood that Mr . Tower will 
place befor e the pr esident news of 
special impor tance bear ing upon 
Russian policy in the far east, and 
that he will otYer some timely «ad­ 
vice in connection ther ewith,
